The Lords now 

Aſſembled i this preſent Parliament taking the ſameinto their conſideration, 

doe hereby Order, T hat the Judges and Juſtices of Aſſize, and Commiſſioners 

of Oyer and Terminer, and generall Goale delivery in their ſeverall Circuits, 

and Juſtices of Peace in their Seſſions, doe ſtritly and carefully put in Execu- 

tion the ſaid Lawes ſo made, for repairing of High W aies as aforeſaid, and 

that the ſaid Judges, and Juſtices of Aſſize, Comilſioners of Oyer and Termi- 

ner, and generall Goale delivery, doe give the ſaid Ads of Parliament in Charges 
at the Aſſizes in all the Countries where they ſhall come and keep Aſlizes.
